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Questionnaire Survey Gives 


Favorable Report on Alumnae 


by Helen Joslin, 52 
Frances Mitchell Miller’s careful study of the returns on the 
Alumnae questionnaire issued a year ago is highly revelatory. 
Of the 2300 questionnaires mailed, 342 were returned before the 
deadline, 23 more too late for classification. 


The majority of Clarke grad- 
uates are homemakers. 56% of 
those answering the question- 
naire were married, 31% single, 
13% members of religious con- 
gregations. Of the entire alumnae 
group, however, 64% are married— 
12% more than the Time survey in- 
dicated as average for graduates of 
womens’ colleges. 


Education Meets Needs 


The education received at Clarke 
seems in general to have met both per- 
sonal and professional needs. 85% of 
the answerers were gainfully employed 
after leaving Clarke, 61% of those 
who married being so employed up to 
five years after leaving school. Of 
the employed, 89% were working in 
fields for which their Clarke educa- 
tion had prepared them. 66% of the 
married alumnae felt that their Clarke 
training prepared them adequately for 
their task of homemaking; others in- 
dicated that additional preparation 
would be valuable, but only 7% stat- 
ed that they felr inadequately pre- 
pared. 


Clarke alumnae are active in the 
communities in which they. live. 91% 
report that they participate in some 
civic, religious, cultural, or social or- 
ganization in their community, 34% 
in three or four such organizations, 
and 19% in five or more. 98% feel 
that Clarke has prepared them to take 
part in such activities. : 

Only 399% of those answering had

suggestions for the college, and many 
of these suggestions referred to chang- 
es which had already been made. Only 
56% of alumnae who held free tui- 
tion scholarships while at Clarke felt 
a responsibility for subsequent finan- 
cial help to the college. And only 
33% had any suggestions about the 
Alumnae association. These data in- 
dicate that even our most interested 
alumnae are not so aware of the needs 
and activities of the college as they 
might be. 


More regular attendance at re- 
unions—49% of the answerers indi- 
cate that they never attend—is one 
answer to the problem of how to keep 
alumnae posted. More faithful pay- 
ment of dues is another answer. Only 
60% of the answerers pay their dues 
regularly, though 97% are interested 
enough in Clarke activities to wish to 
remain on the mailing list. 


Alumnae May Visit 


Third way for alumnae to keep in 
touch with the school is through visits 
to faculty members, and through cor- 
respondence with them. 46% of the 
alumnae who answered have main- 
tained contact with several faculty 
members since leaving school, 37% 
with one, 10% with many, and 7% 
with none. 


A further means of maintaining 
contact with Clarke is through the or- 
ganization and maintenance of local 
Clarke clubs. Of the 50% who live 
in communities where a local club is 
in operation, only a little more than 
half belong; 50% of the answers 
come from areas in which there is no 
club. One of the most gratifying re- 
sults of the 1952 reunion is the in- 
auguration of a number of new Clarke 
Clubs, to which Alumnae are urged 
to affiliate. 3 


Faculty Express Belief 


It is the confident belief of the 
Clarke faculty and of the Alumnae of- 
ficers that the more closely our alum- 
nae keep in touch with the activities 
and aims of Clarke the prouder they 
will be to own it as their college. It 
is our further conviction that such 
alumnae will be glad to help further 
the work of their college through in- 
terest in her endeavors, financial as- 


sistance, favorable publicity, and 
prayers. Clarke College needs her 
alumnae, and her alumnae need 
Clarke.
